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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The subject matter not described in 
the specification is how the control circuitry applies a "biphasic" pulse to "an" electrode and 
produces the pulsatile DC current in an electrolytic current port. It is unclear if other essential 
elements are missing in the claim (See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 
1976)), such as an extra electrode or an extra electrolytic current port, in order for the "biphasic" 
pulse to be applied to a single electrode to produce the unidirectional pulsatile DC current in the 
port, or whether the specification has not enabled one skilled in the art to make the invention in 
view of the presented claim. The applicants show in figure 1 1 the use of a biphasic current for 
use with figures 9, 10, 12 and 13, but those figures show the use of two electrodes and/or two 
electrolytic ports. It is unclear if other embodiments (figures 1-3, 6, and 8) use the biphasic pulse 
since the biphasic pulse is not discussed with those other embodiments and it is unknown how 
the biphasic pulse used in those embodiments would produce a unidirectional DC current. It is 
suggested to amend the claims to include the essential elements. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1 , the claim is incomplete since the electrode and electrolytic port are not 
connected to each other and it is unclear how the control assembly applies the biphasic pulse to 
the electrode "yet" produces a DC current in the port. It is suggested to connect the electrode 
and port together. In addition the use of "yet" is vague since it is unclear if it is setting forth a 
positive recitation of the DC current (the examiner has considered the claim as setting forth the 
positive recitation of the DC current and it is suggested to amend the claim accordingly-such as 
"and produces a. . .current port due to said applied biphasic pulse"). In addition, the claims are 
incomplete for omitting essential elements amounting to a gap in the structure for not including 
extra electrodes/ports in order to provide a biphasic pulse to produce a unidirectional DC current. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Prutchi shows the use of an electrolyte and current source to apply a pulse to the 
patient.
